Farthing, county 
superintendent o f 
schools, who obtained the co -o p era ­ 
tion o f the tow n-hip high - -hool o f ­ 
ficials. They dism issed their clii--«*- 
;it Mu* hours o f tlu* 
dem onstrations 
and the hoys attend«»«! 
in 
a bod* 
and heard Dr. W ickwire’- 
lectures 
and w itnesse- hi- post mortem work. 


The lirst 
dem onstration 
w as at 
Webb school yesterday, and the ot- 
ln*r 
-<*ho<4 saisited 
wer<* 
Manilla, 
Miiroy and Moscow. The boy- o f th** 
Homer schools were taken to Manilla 
for the dem onstration.

Dr. W ickwire recalled the exp eri­ 
ment o f the United S tates 
depart­ 
ment o f agrieultnr«» to show the v a l­ 
ue o f direct sunlight in killing germs. 
A tubercular patient, in this e x ­ 
periment, expectorated 
on tw o pie­ 
ces o f glass, two 
pieces 
o f wood 
and two pieces o f woolen cloth, and 
the specim ens were 
placed 
in the 
oedroom used for sleeping quarters,
